Boyne City woman will stand trial 


for stabbing death of mother 


By Michelle Medjesky 


CHARLEVOIX - A Boyne City 
woman has been declared competent to 
stand trial for the stabbing death of her 
mother last year. 

Charlevoix County 90th District 
Court Judge James Erhart recently 
ruled that Rachael Marie Crisman, 30, 
of Boyne City is competent to face a 
charge of open murder related to the 
stabbing death of her mother Regina 
Plevinski, 53, also of Boyne City, at the 
home the two shared last fall. 

Boyne City police were called to the 
Crisman home at 606 E. Main Street 
around 5 p.m. October 25 to investigate 
a 9-1-1 call from a woman reporting 
that she saw a woman covered in blood 
standing in front of the house next 
door. 

The bloodied woman reportedly told 


the 9-1-1 caller that she had 
killed her mother. 

According to police re- 
ports, once police arrived 
on the scene, they entered 
the Crisman home to find 
Plevinski deceased, evi- 
dently from stab wounds. 

Crisman has been lodged 
in Charlevoix County jail 
since her arrest after the in- 
cident last fall. A request 
for an order to evaluate her 
competency was granted by 
Erhart last November after 
her attorney, Kyle Legel, 
notified the court of his in- 
tent to assert an insanity 
defense in her case. 

A determination of competency 


comes through an evaluating whether 
a defendant understands the nature of

the charges against her or 
him and whether the defen- 
dant can assist in their de- 
fense. 

Crisman was also clini- 
cally evaluated to determine 
her criminal responsibility 
and whether she had a men- 
tal illness at the time of the 
crime committed and if that 
was a factor in her ability to 
appreciate the wrongfulness 
of her actions or conform 
those to the law. 

Crisman’s case has now 
been bound over to 33rd Cir- 
cuit Court where a plea 


hearing is scheduled for July 


14. She will remain at the 
Charlevoix County Jail without bond 
and faces life in prison if she is con- 
victed.

DEATH & DYING AMERICAN STYLE 


To the Editor, 

The USA has not learned to cope with death 
and dying. It remains vague and inchoate even 
though we know it is ultimate and inevitable. Fu- 
neral parlors of course capitalize on this and take 
much of the sting out of the process — for several 
thousand dollars. Some families are relegated to 
making payments on burials of loved ones be- 
cause they like so many are living month-to- 
month. 

Social Security will extend their largesse to the 
extent of $100-$200 for burial of recipients which 
of course doesn’t cover the cost of a eulogy let 
alone an actual burial. Death and dying is the un- 
spoken taboo in America, you’re on your own 
when the end comes. Or your family is. 

Supposedly all are well-to-do enough to have a 
bank account to handle all this variable inevitabil- 
ity but in these times one half of this country has 
nothing of backup funding. Certainly it’s proper 
to honor the deceased with a casket and funeral 
wake but if unaffordable the other options are 
body donation, cremation or in extreme cases 
publicly funded pauper’s graves. The best way is 
body donation to medical research, very tidy and 
expeditious, no cost whatsoever. Plus you are 
doing a good to society in research 
potential. There are those who believe that the 
soul lingers after death for some amount of time 
but that has been debunked enough to be negligi- 
ble. Psychic sources state unequivocally that the 
soul leaves the body at or slightly before death 
and certainly material sources extrapolate the 
same. 

Not knowing exactly what the life force is leaves 
us rather nascent as to how to deal with it. Having 
seen many animals and people die, I cannot ex- 
plain the process, only that it appears that the 
force is depleted at some determinate point never 
to be resuscitated in this physical world.

Rather macabre and creepy it does 
provide medical research with valuable informa- 
tion which also aids in forensic detection for in- 
vestigative police work.

The FY 2018 budget is good news for the 37th Senate District

37th Senate District 


The Legislature has finalized a 
fiscal year 2018 budget that will 
maintain the state’s commitment 
to education, public safety and job 
creation. 

For the seventh consecutive 
year, we completed a fiscally re- 
sponsible budget months ahead of 
schedule. This budget is good for 
the state and good for the 37th Sen- 
ate District. 

The FY 2018 budget is included 
in two bills: House Bill 4323 and 
House Bill 4313. 

HB 4823 contains budgets for 
state departments and the judicial 
and legislative branches. The 
measure supports several initia- 
tives important both to northern 
lower Michigan and the Upper 
Peninsula. 


$3.4 million is set aside for class- 
room renovations and expanded 
learning spaces for North Central 
Michigan College. The bill also in- 
cludes $100,000 for the Beaver Is- 
land Rural Health Center and 
$100,000 for the Mackinac Island 
Medical Center. 

This funding is great news for 
the residents of Petoskey and 
these two islands. North Central 
students will benefit from the up- 
grades to the college, and the 
money for the island clinics will 
maintain essential health services. 

In the Upper Peninsula, $1 mil- 
lion is designated for work on the 
Sault Ste. Marie Carbide Docks, 
$300,000 for power grid improve- 
ments at Lake Superior State Uni- 
versity, and $800,000 to pay for 
legacy costs associated with coun- 
ties consolidating into the UP- 
WARD Talent Council. 


The money appropriated for the 
UPWARD Talent Council in partic- 
ular is a great win for the Upper 
Peninsula. This council is vitally 
important to the region, and this 
funding is needed for its continued 
operation. 

HB 4313 is the education budget 
for K-12 education, state universi- 
ties and community colleges, total- 
ing $16.6 billion. 

The K-12 budget, which is nearly 
$14.6 billion, includes the key pro- 
vision of “2x funding,” in which 
the lowest-funded school districts 
in northern Michigan and the 
Upper Peninsula will receive up to 
twice as much of an increase as 
the higher-funded districts. Base 
funding for those districts will in- 
clude a $120 increase per student 
plus an additional $25 for each 
high school student. 

The bill also features $300,000 in 


funding for the Michigan Indian 
Tuition Waiver. The Indian Tu- 
ition Waiver is important for the 
entire state and critical for helping 
to ensure that the thousands of 
Native Americans living in the dis- 
trict are able to pursue higher edu- 
cation, per the 1836 Treaty of 
Washington. 

The FY 2018 budget bills are now 
on the governor’s desk. The 
budget will take effect on Oct. 1.

Keep kids in the game by 
playing several of them 


According to a National Federation of State High School As- 
sociations’ sports participation survey, over 1 million (1,085,272) 
high school students, including 1,954 girls, played on their 
school’s football team in the 2015-2016 school year. That’s a lot. 

Other findings: 546,428 boys and 429,380 girls played basket- 
ball; 440,322 boys and 381,529 girls played soccer; over 1 million 
boys and girls participated in outdoor track and field; almost a 
million played baseball and softball; and over 800,000 played vol- 
leyball and tennis. Swimming, wrestling, golf and cross country 
also had impressive numbers. 

It’s truly wonderful that so many young people are active and 
engaged in building healthier bodies, learning about teamwork 
and forging friendships that come with participating in high 
school sports. But (why is there always a but?) far too many of 
them, from the age of 7 on, are focusing on one and only one 
sport. 

It seems many parents and coaches have the mistaken idea 
that one-sport specialization will make the child a superstar ath- 
lete when he or she gets older. According to a study in Strength 
& Conditioning Journal, that’s not the case, and young athletes 
who specialize in one sport are risking repetitive-use injuries 
that could permanently sideline them. 

Another study, in the American Journal of Sports Medicine, 
found that athletes who exceeded expert guidelines by compet- 
ing in their sport more than eight months of the year and more 
hours per week than their age — a 16-year-old athlete participat- 
ing for more than 16 hours per week — were more likely to re- 
port an injury of any type in the previous year. And serious 
overuse injuries were common among young athletes who 
played for excessive hours a week and had little free time to 
enjoy other physical activities. 

A third study, in Physician & Sports Medicine, looked at how 
specialization was associated with injury patterns: The re- 
searchers found that children ages 7 to 18 who were specializing 
in individual sports started at a younger age (around 11) and put 
in more hours a week (almost 12) than kids who specialized in a 
team sport. More than 44 percent of the individual sportsters ex- 
perienced overuse injuries, while 32 percent of the team players 
did. Respectively, 23 and almost 12 percent of those injuries were 
characterized as serious. Overall, says the study’s lead re- 
searcher, “The results of this study provide further evidence of 
the relationship between early sport specialization, increased 
sport training volume and injuries.” 


The Risks of Repetitive-Use Injury 

According to the American Academy of Orthopedic Sur- 
geons, kids’ tendons, ligaments and bones grow unevenly, mak- 
ing younger athletes more susceptible to muscle, tendon and 
growth plate injuries from repetitive stress. When growth plates 
— areas of developing cartilage where bone growth occurs — 
are injured, normal bone growth can be disrupted. While throw- 
ing injuries of the elbow and shoulder are prevalent in baseball 
players, overall the most common overuse injuries are to the 
knee and foot. 

The National Strength and Conditioning Association adds: 
“Diversification in sports at an early age has the potential to pro- 
vide stimuli so that a child’s body can adapt and develop multi- 
ple motor skills that may cross over between sports. Only once 
the mental, physical and social aspects of a child are fully devel- 
oped can specialization be considered.” 


Your Game Plan 

Introduce your children to a wide variety of activities and 
sports. Teach exercises, such as skipping rope, that build foot- 
work — a skill that can be used in many sports. Pay attention to 
what’s fun and engaging for them at each stage and age. Keep 
pressure off as your child discovers what suits his/her interests 
and abilities. Your goal is a physically fit, mentally sharp, happy 
kid. 

If coaches and travel teams pressure your child to commit to 
excessive time and practice, first talk to the coach and school 
about a healthier approach and then encourage your child to 
find alternative ways to enjoy that and other sports.
